“During the. storm this morn- 
ing we had a power line fall on 
the fence at the pump station 
and somehow it shorted out the 
whole pump station,’ he said 
Friday afternoon. ‘... The pump 
station pumps all the storm 
water and sewage into our plant 
where it is treated and then put 
into the Mississippi. 

“When the pumps go down, we 
can’t pump anything into the 
plant. We have to a the gates 
and let everything flow, by grav- 
ity, directl; into the river. 
That’s what 


ing. 

“It only took about 15 minutes 
after the pumps stopped to open 
the gate and get it going into the 
river, but unfortunately. it was 
right in the middle of the storm. 
We got two inches of rain in that 
one hour, so there was a lot of 
water backed up.” . 

A gauge at Lock and Dam 27 
in Granite City recorded 1.11 
inches of rain between 6 a.m. 
Thursday and 6 a.m. Friday; 
and another 1.2 inches of rain 
after 6 a.m. Friday. 

Kelahan said a power crew 
was working on the pump station 
and he expected it to be back in 
operation by mid-afternoon. 

“We can’t figure out what 
happered,”? he said. ‘‘We just 
put that line in two years ago, so 
it should never have broken. But 
T guess that’s the way it is: with 
storms.’’

With 65 percent of the total 
going to salaries and related 
personnel. expenses, MacTag- 
‘gart.said there has been little 

iiscretionary spending in the 
budgets... E 

“Nothing exciting, it’s pet a 
bunch of numbers,” he said. 
> Last year, the budget was for 
$11,153,336 with an expected 
surplus of $7,010. This was 
‘altered by a.transfer of $180,000 
from the general fund to the 
capital improvement fund, cre- 
rating an expected deficit of 


MacTaggart estimated the 


actual deficit is less than that, 


leaving the city $39,889 better 
‘off than expected. 

“T’m not done auditing it, but 
-I am 99 percent sure that is 


exactly what it will be,’’ 
hesaid. 

Because the money causing 
the deficit wasn’t actually 
spent, but just transferred to 
another city fund, MacTaggart 
said that a case can be made 
that the city, overall, actually 
ended the year with a surplus. 

“The city is in good financial 
health,” MacTaggart said. ‘We 
don’t spend more than we take 
in. We do spend just about all 
of it, we’re not building up a 
surplus, but we have good fis- 
cal management. 

“‘When the aldermen ask me 
if we have the money and I say 
no, they don’t spend it. They 
listen to me. I guess in places 
like East St. Louis they just go 
ahead and spend it anyway.” 

The 1989-90 capital projects 
fund budget is $1,735,932. It 
includes $475,000 for the pur- 
chase of the Koetting Ford 
property in the downtown area 
and $180,000 for other land 
acquisition. 

‘Also included.in capital proj- 
ects is $605,654 for sewer 
breaks.

The victim was David John- 
son, 49, also of the Thomas Ter- 
ty Apartments, who was beaten 
during an argument on Aug. 14, 
1988, in a yard outside the apart- 
ment complex. 


Johnson was taken to St. Eliz- 
abeth Medical Center for emer- 

ency treatment and was trans- 
erred- to St. Louis University 
Hospital, where he died two 
weeks later, Scott Mansfield of 
the St. Clair County State’s 
Attorney’s Office said. 

The four men had been 
charged with first-degree mur- 
der, but entered guilty pleas in 
exchange for the involuntary 
manslaughter charge. 


Involuntary >manslaughter is 
punishable by up to five years in 
prison, Mansfield said. 

Their pleas were entered Mon- 


day in the Circuit Court at Belle- 
ville.

~Personal challenge that’s 3 times as fun

. It’s eight o’clock on a Sunday morning, a time when most 
People are probably still snoozing in bed or wolfing down break- 
fast. : 
But not Dave Schenck. He's been up for more than two hours 
-mlready, gearing up for a day of ‘‘fun.’’ 
Fun translates into a three-quarters mile swim, a 26-mile bike 
trek and a 10-kilometer (6.2) run, one right after the other. 

{The drive to site of the triathlon is the easiest part. Byt it’s a 
Jong haul, nonetheless, from his log cabin home in Crescent, Mo. 
(near Six Flags, in Eureka) Lake St. Louis, a community 
located 25 miles north of ‘Lam Airport. 

. The triathlon attracts competitors — both male and female — 
of all ages, with the oldest being 60 and the youngest, 15. 

Schenck has plenty of company at the event. He moves out 
into the murky lake water with hundreds of other swimmers as 
he prepares for he first leg of the triathlon. He loosens up and 
fidgets with his swim cap and goggles for the first time. 

- The start of the race looks similar to piranhas having a feed- 
ing frenzy. ‘‘The water is just chiifning, and there are all of 
these-bodies flailing,’’ Schenck says. ‘‘It’s wild.”’

*2 ‘It’s the personal challenge of it all,” he said. “‘As long as I 
improve every year, I’m satisfied.” 
t: The Lake St. Louis Triathlon has brought him back the past 


four years now, and each year he’s bettered his time. This year, °

“TI don't know if it was the weather that helped me this year or 
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not, but I thought I was in better shape this time.” 

Schenck, 33, says he trained for roughly three months prior to 
the triathlon, even to the point where he was pedaling on a 
stationary bike while his arm was still in‘a sling following. shoul- 
der surgery in late December. R 

“The worst thing for me this year was the run,’’ he says, 
reflecting on the race. “‘I got a cramp about a mile into the run, 
and it grabbed me like a vice. I was bent over at the first water 
station, and-it never really went away during the whole race.” 

Schenck trained in pools at St. Louis University and the YMCA 
in Granite City, to prepare for the event. As race day drew 
closer, he pragticed his strokes in the Meramec River. 

Schenck said he loves to “‘fly’’ on his bike. 

“There were five or 10 of us guys’ who played cat-and-mouse 
the whole way on the bike route,” he recalis, noting no one ever 
passed him. “‘I was going as fast as I could.” 

“The swimming portion of the triathlon is my least favorite 
and the bike part is my favorite,’ he said.
